The seam >n of social events at the cap­ 
ital is close at hand.

Many new 
faces will be seen in Washington, and 
several magnificent residences will pre­ 
sent a changed appearanoe after having 
boon remodeled for their new ooonpants. 
Most of tho cabinet officers have set­ 
tled or are about to settle in their 
íomes. Of course Secretary Sherman 
ias lived for several years in his beau­ 
tiful white carved stone residenoe on K 
street, so his home Is not new, but the 
other officers have not the advantage of 
a former residenoe. 
Secretary of War Alger has rented 
the big brick house on the oomer oí K 
and Sixteenth streets, the house reoent- 
y vacated by General (now Embassa­ 
dor) Draper of Massachusetts. Here it 
was that the Drapers, who were social 
eaders, lived in great luxury and were 
the most oonspionoos of the rich con­ 
gressional people. The house is tall, of 
red briok, not attractive on the exterior, 
trafc very pretty inside. There is one pe­ 
culiar feature, which is a small ball­ 
room tinted entirely in yellow, the 
walls being of that lemon tint in satin, 
tho floor stained the same oolor and 
lighly polished, whilo the furnishings 
blend in the samo golden toning till 
the mellow light soems to flood the 
whole chamber.

Tbo residence taken by Postmaster 
General G.vry is tho finest in which any 
member of tho cabinet will live. It is a 
magnificent building of brownstone, 
palatial in appearance and costly in its 
appointments. 
It was bnilt in 1888 by 
{Senator Sawyer, whoso daughter, Mrs. 
Howard White, now dead, presided over 
the household. Then it was occupied 
for a few months by Secretary Francis 
of tho Cleveland eabinot The mansion 
stands at the intersection of several 
streets and has a large yard in front, 
though the entrance is at one sida 
Just behind it can be seen the square^ 
jutting porch of tho imperial Spanish 
embassy, it being the first house of the 
row on tho left.

In the dining room is the famous and 
beautiful frieze, which extends around 
tho w all of tho chamber and shows a 
bewitching sceno in a garden, where 
Cupids and gay peacocks are sporting 
amid luxuriant roses. As tho postmas­ 
ter general has a largo family of daugh­ 
ters his objoct in securing this imposing 
residence w as that of giving a great 
many eutertainmbnts.

The 
home is a pretty ouo and is daintily belt 
not luxuriously furnished. It spoaks of 
neat housekeeping and is full of pretty 
pictures and cozy nooks that make It 
delightful.

W in ter I'rotectlon o f th e P each . 
T«tP UMEROUS experi­ 
m ents in protecting 
the peach against 
w inter killing have 
been carried on at 
the Missouri E xpe­ 
rim ent Station d u r­ 
ing the 
past 
two 
years. 
The results 
of these trials are 
reported by Prof. J. 
C. W hitten in bul­ 
letin 
thirty-eight 
of 
that 
station. 
The bulletin 
is illustrated with cuts 
showing 
different 
methods 
employ 
ed, 
and 
is 
for 
free 
distribution 
among the peach growers of the Mis­ 
sissippi valley. 
In this latitude, winter 
killing of the fruit buds of the peach is 
usually due to the unfavorable effects 
of freezing, after they have been stim ­ 
ulated into growth by warm w eather 
during w inter or early spring. 
It is 
seldom th at the tem perature drops suf­ 
ficiently low to Injure dorm ant peach 
buds. Peach fruit buds may safely en­ 
dure a tem perature of IO or 20 degrees 
below zero, provided they m ature well 
In autum n, are entirely dorm ant, and 
the cold comes on gradually. 
Zero 
w eather may kill fruit buds th at have 
swollen during previous warm days, or 
that were not properly ripened in au­ 
tumn. 
The early swelling and growth 
of the buds is due to the w arm th they 
receive from the sun on bright days, is 
practically independent of root action, 
and may take place on warm, sunny 
days in winter, while the roots are 
frozen and dorm ant. 
Shading or w hit­ 
ening peach trees to prevent their ab­ 
sorbing heat on sunny days, opposes 
growth of the buds, and is, consequent­ 
ly, a protective measure. 
W hitening 
the twigs and buds by spraying them 
with lime whitewash is, on account of 
its cheapness and beneficial effects, the 
most promising method of winter pro­ 
tection tried at 
the 
Station, 
These 
whitened butts 
remained 
practically 
dormant until April, while unprotected 
buds swelled perceptibly during w’arm 
days late in 
February 
and early in 
March. 
Eighty per cent of the w hit­ 
ened buds passed through the winter 
safely, while only 20 per cent of the u n ­ 
whitened buds escaped winter killing. 
W hitened buds blossomed three to six 
days later th an unwhitened buds. T h er­ 
mometers covered 
with 
m aterial the 
color of the peach twigs registered, d u r­ 
ing bright sunny weather, from IO to 
over 20 degrees higher than therm om ­ 
eters covered with white m aterial of 
similar tex tu re,, thus indicating that 
whitened peach 
twigs 
might be ex­ 
pected to absorb much less heat than 
those th at were not whitened. 
The 
whitewash 
used 
was 
four parts of 
water, one part of skimmed milk and 
enough freshly slacked lime to make 
as thick a wash as could conveniently 
be pumped through a Bordeaux spray 
nozzle w ithout clogging. 
This wash 
was sprayed on the trees by means of 
a bucket spray pump. 
The first appli­ 
cation was made the last of December 
ami three subsequent sprayings were 
necessary to keep the trees thoroughly 
coated until spring. 
The cost for m a­ 
terial and labor is about lo cents per 
tree, when done on a small scale. 
Shading the trees with canvas hay 
covers was about as beneficial as w hit­ 
ening, but was more expensive. ‘‘Bal­ 
ing,” by draw ing the branches together 
in a vertical bundle and covering them 
with coarse grass and corn stalks, pro­ 
tects the buds. 
Old trees with stiff 
branches cannot well be treated in this 
m anner without injury to the branches. 
“ Layering,” of bending down the trees 
In autum n and 
covering 
them with 
earth, has proven beneficial. 
.Shading 
the trees with 
broad 
sheds enabled 
peach buds to survive the winter un­ 
injured, when 80 per cent of unprotect­ 
ed buds were killed. 
Trees protected 
In this way blossomed later, rem ain­ 
ed in bloom longer, set more fruit In 
proportion to the num ber of apparent­ 
ly perfect flowers, and held their fruit 
better than any other trees on the sta­ 
tion grounds. 
This is the most effec­ 
tive means of w inter protection tried 
at the station, but it is probably too 
extensive for commercial orchards.

T h* F a r m e r i h i m ! H em lo ck . 
The Tim berm an says: The farm er of 
the United Stales has gotten beyond 
the point where he wishes the cheapest 
thing, simply because it is cheap, but 
he, like every sensible man, wants the 
most possible for bis money, with due 
consideration to a reasonable profit to 
everyone legitimately engaged in m an­ 
ufacture or trade. Economy In buying 
depends not so much 
on the actual 
price as upon the peculiar adaptability 
of the thing purchased to the purpose 
for which it is intended. The wider ac­ 
quaintance the lumber buyer or cou- 
Bumcr has with different varieties of 
woods- with 
their 
peculiarities 
of 
strength, durability, workable quali­ 
ties, etc.—the more 
economically he 
will buy. H aving sueh knowledge, he 
will find sometimes th at the more cost­ 
ly article Is really ^he cheaper, or ho 
may find th at the cheap articles may, 
for certain uses, be as satisfactory as 
the more expensive one with which he 
is acquainted. To the farmer, hemlock, 
which is a com paratively new m aterial 
in the West, should appeal with special 
for ce because of Its peculiar adaptabil­ 
ity for certain classes of construction 
combined with cheapness. It is actually 
better for Borne things than white pine, 
and yet can be had at a much lower 
price. It is better for some things than 
yellow pine— better, in fact, for corn 
cribs than any other material. We do 
not know th a t m any farm ers will lee 


these lines, but certainly many retail 
dealers will, and they should have 
much Influence with their customers. 
Hemlock has the advantage of being 
both strong and stiff; that Is, it is cap­ 
able of bearing a heavy strain and of 
•int yielding to it until the breaking 
point is closely approached; therefore, 
for fram ing m aterial it is unexcelled. 
For mud sills and in situations where 
it is subject to alterations of moisture 
and dryness, hemlock is found ex­ 
tremely desirable. Therefore, to a large 
part of farm building construction It Is 
peculiarly well adapted. In sections of 
Iowa where it has 
been 
thoroughly 
tried hemlock is given the preference 
for barn construction. It is a little late 
in the season to talk about corn crib 
material, and yet the attention of the 
farmers 
should be called to the fact, 
supported by 
much irrefutable 
evi­ 
dence, that rats and mice will not a t­ 
tack hemlock, and so cribs built of it 
are rat and mouse proof, except as the 
rodents may find their way through 
openings Into cribs. They will 
not 
make an opening, however, and this 
fact should commend it for this purpose 
to the farmers. Hemlock Is still a cheap 
timber In the West, and lum ber con­ 
sum ers should be given the advantage 
of this fact, that they may use it w her­ 
ever it is possible and economical til 
do so. 


A n e n t H o n e a . 
According to the departm ent of agrl 
culture from 1889 to 1893 the num ber 
of horses In Montana, Wyoming, Colo­ 
rado, New Mexico and ranges farther 
west, increased from 1,479,768 to 1,972,- 
532, about 33 1-3 per cent. The average 
price of horses in the United States in 
1866 was $59.86, from 1883 to 1889 from 
$70.59 to $74.64, the highest price being 
th at of $84; and by 1892 the average 
value was reduced to $65.01. After 1893 
began the heavy decline. D uring that 
year the average price was $61.22; in 
’94, $47.83; in ’95, $46.29; in ’96, $33.07, 
and at tire 
beginning 
of *97, $31.51. 
These cheap prices have checked pro­ 
duction In the South and East. The de­ 
partm ent has the following reasons for 
considering the outlook encouraging. 
In the W est since 1893 the num ber of 
horses has fallen from 1,972,523 to 1.- 
626,402, or nearly 18 per cent. Exports 
to Europe have grown from 3,000 a 
year to 28,000 in 1896. 
The W estern 
horse having 
so much of Ills value 
the ranges will be devoted to more 
profitable industries. The demand for 
certain better classes, draft and driving 
horses, 
good 
saddlers 
and 
cavalry 
mounts has a growing Improvement. 


IV ncti-G row lnff In G e o r g i a . 
J. II. Hale, the Connecticut fruit­ 
grower, who has the great Georgia or­ 
chard of which much has been written, 
is preparing for another increase In his 
trees. Last w inter the orchard of 100,- 
000 trees was increased by 50,000, and 
the land is being prepared this sum ­ 
mer for the planting of 50,000 more 
this fall, which will be 
a 
practical 
doubling 
of 
the 
orchard, 
says 
tho 
Southern Planter. The Increased plant­ 
ings will be entirely of earlier varie­ 
ties of peaches than are now in the 
bearing orchard and of Japan plums. 
The nursery plant of the company has 
recently been increased, and now pro­ 
duces about 4,000,000 trees annually. 
Fort Valley’s big orchard is the great­ 
est of its kind in America. 
It is a lit­ 
tle southwest of the central p art of 
Georgia, on the line of the Southern 
railway. 
The orchard, when the new 
trees are planted, will contain nearly 
2,000 ae res.

A N e w K e g P r e s e r v a t i v e . 
M. 
Bournouf 
recommends 
in 
a 
French journal tho following method 
of preserving eggs: Dissolve in two- 
thirds of w arm olive oil, one-third of 
beeswax and cover each egg complete­ 
ly with a thin layer of this pomade 
with the end of the finger. 
The egg 
shell by degrees absorbs the oil and 
each of the pores becomes filled with 
wax, which hermetically seals them. 
M. Bournouf affirms that he has eaten 
eggs kept two years in this m anner in 
a place not exposed to too great ex­ 
tremes of tem perature. 
He thinks also 
th a t the germ may in this m anner be 
preserved for a considerable time. 


Frozen Root Grafts.—This is not new 
in our experience. 
Tw enty-four years 
ago a neighbor drove up with a box of 
root grafts frozen solid. 
He said that 
he shut up the house for a w inter visit, 
and on coming home found the cellar 
was frozen solid. 
On exam ination no 
signs of uniting of root and graft was 
found. 
He offered to sell the lot of 
30,000 grafts for $10. We did not know 
then th at they were worth lo cents, but 
we took them and planted them beside 
our own grafts kept in a warm cellar. 
The result was a perfect stand of tho 
frozen grafts and a poor one of those 
kept as we supposed just right. Since 
that time we have not been afraid of 
a very cold root cellar for grafts pack­ 
ed in sandy earth .—Ex. 


Cure 
for 
Feather-E ating.—-I 
have 
experienced considerable difficulty in 
i effectually curiug fowls of the bad habit 
1 of feather-eating, and found the fol­ 
lowing a certain cure, after falling with 
paraffin, paring the bills, etc.: 
Take a 
piece of wire of the thickness of an 
ordinary hairpin, bind it round the top 
p o rtion of the bill near the end, suf­ 
ficiently tight as not to allow it to slip 
• off. This will not prevent the bird from 
eating or drinking, but will prevent its 
d o sin g Rh bill sufficiently tight to draw 
feathers, and the bad habit is soon for­ 
g o tte n —California Poultry Keeper. 


In preparing soil for

should be worked to an equal depth.

to be set be worked up, it. will form 
a cavity where the w ater will collect 
and imperil the life of the tree.

W in ter P r o te c tio n o f llie l*e:tch. 
U'MEROUS experi­ 
ments in protecting 
the peach against 
winter killing have 
been carried on at 
the Missouri Expe­ 
riment Station dur­ 
ing the 
past 
two 
P jS S H E,ft 
years. 
The results 
of these trials are 
reported by Prof. J. 
C. Whitten in bul­ 
letin 
thirty-eight 
of 
that 
station. 
The bulletin 
is illustrated with cuts 
showing 
different 
methods 
employ 
ed, 
and 
is 
for 
free 
distribution 
among the peach growers of the Mis­ 
sissippi valley. 
In this latitude, winter 
killing of the fruit buds of the peach is 
usually due to the unfavorable effects 
of freezing, after they have been stim­ 
ulated into growth by warm weather 
during winter or early spring. 
It is 
seldom that the temperature drops suf­ 
ficiently low to injure dormant peach 
buds. Peach fruit buds may safely en­ 
dure a temperature of 10 or 20 degrees 
below zero, provided they mature well 
in autumn, are entirely dormant, and 
the cold comes on gradually. 
Zero 
weather may kill fruit buds that have 
swollen during previous warm days, or 
that were not properly ripened in au­ 
tumn. 
The early swelling and growth 
of the buds is due to the warmth they 
receive from the sun on bright days, is 
practically independent of root action, 
and may take place on warm, sunny 
days in winter, while the roots are 
frozen and dormant. 
Shading or whit­ 
ening peach trees to prevent their ab­ 
sorbing heat on sunny days, opposes 
growth of the buds, and is, consequent­ 
ly, a protective measure. 
Whitening 
the twdgs and buds by spraying them 
with lime whitewash is, on account of 
its cheapness and beneficial effects, the 
most promising method of winter pro­ 
tection tried nt 
the 
station, 
These 
whitened buiía 
remained 
practically 
dormant until April, while unprotected 
buds swelled perceptibly during warm 
days late in 
February 
and early in 
March. 
Eighty per cent of the whit­ 
ened buds passed through the winter 
safely, while only 20 per cent of the un­ 
whitened buds escaped winter killing. 
Whitened buds blossomed three to six 
days later than unwhitened buds. Ther­ 
mometers covered 
with 
material the 
color of the peach twigs registered, dur­ 
ing bright sunny weather, from 10 to 
over 20 degrees higher than thermom­ 
eters covered with white material of 
similar texture,, thus indicating that 
whitened peach 
twigs 
might be ex­ 
pected to absorb much less heat than 
those that were not whitened. 
The 
whitewash 
used 
was 
four parts of 
water, one part of skimmed milk and 
enough freshly slacked lime to make 
as thick a wash as could conveniently 
be pumped through a Bordeaux spray 
nozzle without clogging. 
This wash 
was sprayed on the trees by means of 
a bucket spray pump. 
The first appli­ 
cation was made the last of December 
and three subsequent sprayings were 
necessary to keep the trees thoroughly 
coated until spring. 
The cost for ma­ 
terial and labor is about 10 cents per 
tree, when done on a small scale. 
Shading the trees with canvas hay 
covers was about as beneficial as whit­ 
ening, hut was more expensive. “Bal­ 
ing,” by drawing the branches together 
in a vertical bundle and covering them 
with coarse grass and corn stalks, pro­ 
tects the buds. 
Old trees with stiff 
branches cannot well he treated in this 
manner without injury to the branches. 
“Layering,” of bending down the trees 
in autumn and 
covering 
them with 
earth, lias proven beneficial. 
Shading 
the trees with 
broad 
sheds enabled 
peach buds to survive the winter un­ 
injured, when 80 per cent of unprotect­ 
ed buds were killed. 
Trees protected 
in this way blossomed later, remain­ 
ed in bloom longer, set more fruit in 
proportion to the number of apparent­ 
ly perfect flowers, and held their fruit 
better than any other trees on the sta­ 
tion grounds. 
This is the most effec­ 
tive means of winter protection tried 
at the station, but it is probably too 
exnensive for commercial orchards. 


these lines, but certainly many retail 
dealers will, and they should have 
much Influence with their customers. 
Hemlock has the advantage of being 
both strong and stiff ; that is. it is cap­ 
able of bearing a heavy strain and of 
not yielding to it until the breaking 
point is closely approached; therefore, 
for framing material it is unexcelled. 
For mud sills and in situations where 
it is subject to alterations of moisture 
and dryness, hemlock is found ex­ 
tremely desirable. Therefore, to a large 
part of farm building construction it is 
peculiarly well adapted. In sections of 
Iowa where it has 
been 
thoroughly 
tried hemlock Is given the preference 
for barn construction. It is a little late 
in the season to talk about corn crib 
material, and yet the attention of the 
farmers 
should be called to the fact, 
supported by 
much irrefutable 
evi­ 
dence, that rats and mice will not at­ 
tack hemlock, and so cribs built of it 
are rat and mouse proof, except as the 
rodents may find their way through 
openings into cribs. They will 
not 
make an opening, however, and this 
fact should commend it for this purpose 
to the farmers. Hemlock is still a cheap 
timber in the West, and lumber con­ 
sumers should be given the advantage 
of this fact, that they may use it wher­ 
ever it is possible and economical to 
do so. 


A n en t lforsea. 
According to the department of agrl 
culture from 1889 to 1893 the number 
of horses in Montana, Wyoming, Colo­ 
rado, New Mexico and ranges farther 
west, increased from 1,479,768 to 1,972,- 
532, about 33 1-3 per cent. The average 
price of horses in the United States In 
1866 was $59.86, from 1883 to 1889 from 
$70.59 to $74.64, the highest price being 
that of $84; and by 1892 the average 
value was reduced to $65.01. After 1893 
began the heavy decline. During that 
year the average price was $61.22; in 
’94, $47.83; in ’95, $46.29; in ’96, $33.07, 
and at tire 
beginning 
of ’97, $31.51. 
These cheap prices have checked pro­ 
duction in the South and East. The de­ 
partment has the following reasons for 
considering the outlook encouraging. 
In the West since 1893 the number of 
horses has fallen from 1,972,523 to 1.- 
626,402, or nearly 18 per cent. Exports 
to Europe have grown from 3,000 a 
year to 28,000 in 1896. 
The Western 
horse having 
so much yf JiJs value 
the ranges will be devoted to more 
profitable industries. The demand for 
certain better classes, draft and driving 
horses, 
good 
saddlers 
and 
cavalry 
mounts has a growing improvement. 


IV n ch -G row In g In G eorgia. 
J. H. Hale, the Connecticut fruit­ 
grower, who has the great Georgia or­ 
chard of which much has been written, 
is preparing for another increase in his 
trees. Last winter the orchard of 100,- 
000 trees was increased by 50,000, and 
the land is being prepared this sum­ 
mer for the planting of 50,000 more 
this fall, which will be 
a 
practical 
doubling 
of 
the 
orchard, 
says 
tho 
Southern Planter. The increased plant­ 
ings will be entirely of earlier varie­ 
ties of peaches than are now in the 
bearing orchard and of Japan plums. 
The nursery plant of the company has 
recently been increased, and now pro­ 
duces about 4,000,000 trees annually. 
Fort Valley’s big orchard is the great­ 
est of its kind in America. 
It is a lit­ 
tle southwest of the central part of 
Georgia, on the line of the Southern 
railway. 
The orchard, when the new 
trees are planted, will contain nearly 
2,000 acres.

T hu F a r triers m id H em lock . 
The Timberman says: The farmer of 
the United States has gotten beyond 
the point where he wishes the cheapest 
thing, simply because it is cheap, but 
he, like every sensible man, wants the 
most possible for his money, with due 
consideration to a reasonable profit to 
everyone legitimately engaged in man­ 
ufacture or trade. Economy in buying 
depends not so much 
on the actual 
price as upon the peculiar adaptability 
of the thing purchased to the purpose 
for which it is intended. The wider ac­ 
quaintance the lumber buyer or con­ 
sumer has with different varieties of 
woods- with 
their 
peculiarities 
of 
strength, durability, workable quali­ 
ties, etc.—the more 
economically he 
will buy. Having such knowledge, he 
will find sometimes that the more cost­ 
ly article is really ^he cheaper, or ho 
may find that the cheap articles may, 
for certain uses, be as satisfactory as 
the more expensive one with which he 
is acquainted. To the farmer, hemlock, 
which is a comparatively new material 
in the West, should appeal with special 
force because of its peculiar adaptabil­ 
ity for certain classes of construction 
combined with cheapness. It Is actually 
better for some things than white pine, 
and yet can be had at a much lower 
price. It is better for some things than 
yellow pine— better, In faet, for corn 
cribs than any other material. We do 
not know that many farmers will tee

Bournouf 
recommends

French journal tho following method 
of preserving eggs: Dissolve in two- 
thirds of warm olive oil, one-third of 
beeswax and cover each egg complete­ 
ly with a thin layer of this pomade 
with the end of the finger. 
The egg 
shell by degrees absorbs the oil and 
each of the pores becomes filled with 
wax, which hermetically seals them. 
M. Bournouf affirms that he has eaten 
eggs kept two years in this manner in 
a place not exposed to too great ex­ 
tremes of temperature. 
He thinks also 
that the germ may in this manner be 
preserved for a considerable time. 


Frozen Root Grafts.—This is not new 
in our experience. 
Twenty-four years 
ago a neighbor drove up with a box of 
root grafts frozen solid. 
He said that 
he shut up the house for a winter visit, 
and on coming home found the cellar 
was frozen solid. 
On examination no 
signs of uniting of root and graft was 
found. 
He offered to sell the lot of 
30,000 grafts for $10. 
We did not know 
then that they were worth 10 cents, but 
we took them and planted them beside 
our own grafts kept in a warm cellar. 
The result was a perfect stand of the 
frozen grafts and a poor one of those 
kept as we supposed just right. Since 
that time we have not been afraid of 
a very cold root cellar for grafts pack­ 
ed in sandy earth.- Ex. 


Cure 
for 
Feather-Eating.—I 
have 
experienced Considerable difficulty in 
effectually curing fowls of the bad habit 
of feather-eating, and found the fol­ 
lowing a certain cure, after failing with 
paraffin, paring the bills, etc.: 
Take a 
piece of wire of the thickness of an 
ordinary hairpin, bind It round the top 
portion of the bill near the end, suf­ 
ficiently tight as not to allow It to slip 
off. This will not prevent the bird from 
eating or drinking, but will prevent its 
closing its bill sufficiently tight to draw 
feathers, and the bad habit is soon for­ 
gotten.- California Poultry Keeper. 


In preparing soil for 
setting 
out 
trees, the whole surface of the ground 
should be worked to an equal depth, 
if only tho grouud where the tree is 
to be set be worked up, it will form 
a cavity where the water will collect 
and imperil the life of the tree.
